That by the Law is the Knowledge of 
Sin, and our own Experience will con- 
vince us, that there is no Way more 
likely to diſcover our Iniquities, and to 
humble ourſelves for them, than a ſeri- 
ous Application of God's Word to our 
crooked Paths; and this Duty of Sel/- 
Examination, is never more properly ap- 
plied to, than when we intend to re- 


ceive the Holy Communion; for unleſs 


we ſee the Number, and apprehend the 
Heinouſneſs of our Offences, and fear 
the Vengeance due unto us for them, we 


are altogether unfit for the Commemo- 
ration of his Death, who died for our Sins, 


and rofe again for our Fuſtiſication. It's the 
Senſe and Sight of Sin that muſt ſhew us 


the Need and Neceſſity of a glorious 
+ Redeemer, and what Obligations we are 


under to bleſs and praiſe God for our 
Salvation by his Son Jzsus CuRISsT. Of 
fuch great Uſe and Advantage i is this Duty -

it. Plutarch, Epittetus, Seneca, and the 
Emperor Marcus Antoninus, agree in re- 
commending the ſame Practice by their 
own Example ; buteſpecially holy David ; 
I thought on my Ways, and — my beet 
unto thy Teſtimonies. Plal. 119. 59. And 
this Method, no doubt, is an admirable 
Means to improve us in Virtue, and the 
moſt effectual Way to keep our Conſci- 
ences awake, and to make us ſtand in 
awe of ourſelves, and afraid to Sin, 
when we know before- hand that we muſt 
give ſo ſevere an Account to ourſelveg 
of every Action. And when we are m- 
ploying our Minds in this Duty of Self- 
Examination, before the Communion, or 
at any other Time, we muſt diſcharge it 
as impartially as is poſſible. for us, judg- 
ing as ſeverely of our own Actions, as we 
would do of our greateſt and worſt Ene- 
my; or otherwiſe we ſhall but flatter 
and deceive ourſelves in a Matter of the 
greateſt Weight and Importance, viz. Of 
knowing the State and Condition of our 
own Souls: But if our Enquiries. are juſt 
and true, we ſhall then plainly diſcover 
wherein, and how often we have £ 
aftray and done amiſs. We ſhall, by the 
faithful Diſcharge. of this Duty, bring to 
Light all our ungodly, unjuſt and uncharitable

Actions; all our vain and filthy Speeches ; all 
our wanton, proud and covetous Thoughts.

us the Kingdom of Heaven, if not re- 
p pented of.

b we are, how often we have broken our 
, moſt ſerious Vows and Reſolutions, eſpe- 
t WU cially after the Receiving the holy Sacra- 
a ment, and in Times of Sickneſs and Di- 


ſtreſs: Such a Sight, and ſuch a Proſpecr 
of Miſery as this, ſhould excite in us a 
hearty Trouble and Sorrow for Sin; eſpe- 
cially, if we caſt an Eye upon the final 
Iſſue and Conſequences of it, with Reſpect 
to the: World to come. Upon the Ungodly 
(ſaith holy David) God will rain Snares, 
Fire and Brimſtone, Storm and Tempeſt ;, 
this ſhall be their Portion to drink. Pſal. 11. 
7. Great Plagues remain for the Ung:dly, 
Indignation and Wrath, Tribulation and 
Anguiſh upon every Soul of Man that doeth 
Evil. Rom. 2-8, 9. TheWicked ſhall be turned 
into Hell, and all the People that forget God. 
Theſe and many other ſuch-like Texts 
of Scripture, may give us ſome Idea or 
Notion of the deplorable Condition. of

he Wicked in a future State, and of 
God's Hatred againſt Sm. And is not this 
then, without multiplying Arguments, 
ſufficient to affect us with great Grief and 
Sorrow, when we conſider that ſo long as 
we live in a vicious Courſe, fo long are 
we expoſed to all thoſe Plagues and Tor- 
ments which God hath in ſtore for wicked 
Men, and will moſt certainly be their Lot 
and Portion, if not prevented by a timely 
Repentance ? 

Tu Second Part of a true Repentanck 
Contrition. is Contrilion, or a ſorrowful Be- 
wailing of our own Sinfulneſs in Thought, 
Word and Deed. When we call to Mind the 
Sins and Follies of our paſt Lives, and the 
Dangers we are like to fall into, ſurely 
we cannot be otherwiſe affected than 
ſenſibly grieved with the Thoughts and 
| Apprehenfions of our preſent and ap- 
proaching Miſery. The Sorrows of Da- 
vid, and the Repentance of St. Peter, 
2 Sam. 12. Luke 22, ſhew'd themſelves in 
Floods of Tears, and were too big te be 
confin*d within: But our Hearts are ge- 
nerally ſo hard and unrelenting, that we 
fin againſt God, and loſe our own Souls, 
without ſo much as a Sigh or Tear. I know 
that the Tempers of People are different 
ſome can ſhed Tears upon every ſlight 
Occaſion, and others cannot weep though 
their, Hearts are ready to break for 

8 Grief; 
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Grief 3 and therefore we are not to judge 
of the Sincerity of our own or other Pco- 
ples Repentance by ſuch Signs and To— 
kens, nor are Tears always neceſſary to 
Repentance, tho* they very well become 
us, and the leaſt we can do when we have 
done amiſs, is to be ſorry for it, and to 
condemn our Folly, and to be full of In- 
dignation and Diſpleaſure againſt ourſelves. 

I will declare my Iniquity, (faith holy Da- 
vid) and be forry for my Sin. Pſal. 38. 18. 

Eſpecially if we have been very wicked, 

and have multiply'd our Tranſgreſſions, 
and have continued long in an evil Courſe, 
have neglected God, and have forgotten 
him Days without Number then the Mea- 
ſure of our Sorrow muſt bear ſome Pro- 


portion to the Degrees of our Sins; if they 
have been as Scarlet and Crimſon, Iſa. 1. 18. 
that is, of a deeper Dye than ordinary, then 
our Sorrow muſt be as deep as our Guilt; 


If not ſo great, we ought to ſhew ſo much 


Trouble and Contrition of Spirit, as to 


produce in us a penitential Confeſſion of 


all our former Sins.

Sins muſt not be in general Terms, that 
we are Sinners with the reſt of Mankind, 
but it muſt be a ſpecial Declaration to God 
of all our moſt heinous Sins, in Thought, 
Word and Deed, with all their ſeveral Ag- 
gravations, laying open our Sores to our 
Heavenly Phyſician ; and this we muſt do, 
to ſhew that we condemn all our former 
evil and vicious Courſes, with a full Pur- 
poſe and Reſolution of Mind (by God's 
Aſſiſtance) that we never intend to do the 
like again. Unleſs this be done, our Sor- 
row for Sin, and the Confeſſion of our 
Wickedneſs, can never profit us in the 
Sight of God, if it be not join'd with a 
firm Reſolution of leading a New Life. 
A new Life. HICH, is the Fourth, and 
moſt eſſential Part of a ſincere Repentance, 
and the only Condition of finding Mercy 
with God. He that covereth his Sins ſhall not 
proſper, but whoſo confeſſeth and forſaketh them 
ſhall have Mercy. Prov. 28. 13. Let the wicked 
Man forſake his Ways, and the unrighteous 
Man bis Thoughts, and let him return unto the 
Lord, and he will have Mercy upon him, and 
to our God, and he will abundantly pardon.

what like unto Judas, that came, and re- 
ceiv'd, and at the fame time continued his 
Reſolution of betraying his Maſter. That 
which makes a Man abſolutely unfit to 
receive the Holy Sacrament, is the living 
in the conſtant and habitual Practice of 
any known Sin, without the leaſt Deſire 
or Intention of Repentance or Amend- 
ment. Such a Man's Approach to the 
Holy Table, no doubt, is to eat and drink 
Bis own Damnation, ſince it's a plain mock- 
ing of God, and a great Contempt and 
Abuſe of his Divine Authority. We muſt 
therefore (by the Help and Aſſiſtance of 
God's Grace) reſolve to lead a new Life, 
following the Commandments of God, or other- 
wiſe our former Examinations will appear 
but flight and ſuperficial, our Sight and 
Senſe of Sin trivial and indifferent, our 
Sorrow and Contrition of Spirit forced 
and hypocritical, and our Conſeſſions 
odious and formal.
